Talks in Subdued Tones. 


Dr. Crippen, who again complained 
of suffering from a cold through the 
drafts, spoke in quiet, subdued, but 
matter-of-fact tones, 

He retired to his room and she to 
hers, he said, between two and three 
in the morning.

Conservation Commission Lays Much 
of Blame on the Railweys. 
Toronto, Oct, 21.—Addressing§ the 
Empire Club last night, Hon. Clifford 
Sifton, chairman of the Conservation 
Commission, declared that the rail 


ways were the most serious cause of 
forest depletion and the commission 
would ask for legislation compelling 


railways to maintain efficient fire pro- 
tection, When such legislation was 
secured they would ask the provinces 
to appoint inspectors to see the law 
carried out, Mr. Sifton also declared 
that at the last session there was a 
perfect epidemic of water-power legis- 
lation, much of it objectionable. Re- 
counting the efforta to stem this tide, 
and referring especially to the pro- 
position to dam the St. Lawrence, Mr 
Sifton said we should not permit the 
monopoly of water or water-power 
and any immediate exigencies should 
not be permitted to interfere with the 
general principle.

After they returned from America he 
‘found quite a change in her disposi- 
tion. She was always finding fault 
jand quarreling. He found that Bruce 
|Millar had been taking her about dur- 
ling his absence, They @ontinued to 
live as man and wife, however, as he 
knew that she would “get over” her 
:fits of temper. 

Speaking of his connection with the 
Munyon business in America, Crip- 
pen said that he had compounded 
remedies for that concern there. In 
England he had bought drugs and 
}poisons to compound in his private 
| practice. When asked to speak loud- 
er, Crippen said he had got such a 
cold sitting in the dock that he could 
hardly speak at all. 

Hyoscin Largely Used, - 

Hyoscin, Crippen said, was largely 
used as a drug in America. He had 
used it in England as a nerve remedy 
in homeopathic practice. 

Asked about his method of using 
it, he answered that it was given in 
external minute doses in cases of ner- 
vous disorders. The salts were dis- 
solved in alcohol and used in con- 
junction with another mixture. In 
reply to questions about the dinner 
at Martinetti’s, the prisoner said his 
wife had become fearfully enraged be- 
cause he had not gone upstairs with 
Martinetti during the evening. She 
‘declared she had had enough of it 
and would leave him, She had add- 
ed that he could cover up the scan- 
dal the best way he knew how. He 
jwent into business and when he re- 
turned she had gone. He made state- 
ments to friends that she was dead 
in order to cover up the scandal of 
her going away.

SEVENTY-SEVEN LIVES
